Business Has to Look Ahead 


We were writing last month about the curious fact that 


even those industries whose civilian production is now entirely 
•Diverted to war materials feel it necessary to keep their 


national brands alive in the memory of the people with ad- 
vertising. 
Now comes Raymond Moley with an article in 


Newsweek telling about an experience of the last war. 


•O Mr. Molcy quotes the results of 


a survey by Walter H. Gebhart: 


"O£ the 17 major companies 


which discontinued advertising 
in the last war, he found that six 
sold out or wpre absorbed by 
competitors. 
One failed and 


went out of business. One was 
deflated 97 per cent in terms 
of personnel. One lost 81 per 
cent of its sales volume. One 
ended with only two custom- 
ers. Three lost their leadership 
in their fields. One was operat- 
ed by the banks for five years. 
Two found that competitors had 
grown at their expense." 


'Removal of All 
Jon-Essential

LITTLE ROCK — (fl>)— Superin-

"The state police lias never slop- 


ped any workman from hauling 
fellow workmen or done anything 
to delay or hinder defense work," 


Mr. Molcy's tabulation, therefore, 


shows that 16 out of the 17 national 
companies discontinuing advertis- 
ing during war time suffered very 
definitely. 


There are two obvious reasons. 
In the first place, war is a time 


when thousands of normally-avail- 
able materials arc forbidden to the 
civilian public. Substitutes must 
be found — and you can't sell a 
brand new item without plenty of 
explanations. The companies alert 
enough to tie new materials to a 
new name and successfully promot| 
sales -during the war emergency 
are entrenched with a new nation- 
al brand when peace comes. 


Many of these cases occurred dur- 


ing the last war; but there is one 
you know about personally — Chcv- 
orlct. W. C. Durant, and later Gen- 
eral Motors, made the Chevrolet 
war-baby a mighty name in the 
peace that followed. 


But there is another reason for 


keeping trade-names before 
the 


public in war-time. Every great 
organization suffers from inertia. 
Once having let down completely 
there is real danger that the peace- 
time machine will never again get 
going. 


And it was this that destroyed 


or damaged 16 of the 17 compan- 
ies Mr. Moley mentions in News- 
week. 


Enemy Fighting 
Way Up Burma 
Road Lifeline 


CHUNGKING — (O>)— Japanese 


troops invaded China's Yunnan pro- 
vince Tuesday after driving up the 
Burma road and crossing the shal- 
low Wanting river, G70 miles from 
this capital, a military spokesman 
said. 


Bitter lighting is in progress in 


(he area around the border town 
of Wanting, stil lin the hands of 
the Chinese, the spokesman report- 
ed. 


He declared that destruction o£ 


the Chinese section of the Burma 
road which winds through sheer 
mountain and gaping gorges had 
not yet been necessary but that the 
Chinese 
would ' carry 
out their 


scorched earth policy if neces- 
sary. 


Thus in little less than two months 


the Japanese invaders of Burma 
had driven 500 miles from Rangoon 
to China's back door. The 
great 


Burma port which the Japanese 
have since utilized as its main sup- 
ply base fell March 8. 


The advance to Wanting repre- 


sented a 90-mile drive along the 
Burma supply road from Lashio, 
the railhead which was wrested 
from the outnumbered and outgun- 
ned Chinese army commanded by 
U. S. Lt. Gen. Joseph|W. Stilwell. 


The Army spokesman described 


the Japanese force as small. The 
vanguard, however appeared 
to 


pose a distant threat to the Chinese 
Capital of Chungking, Some '070 
miles away, across the high moun 
tains and deep gorges. 


The Japanese appeared intent up 


on severing communications be 
twcen the Chinese of the left flanl 
and the British on the right—a 
the wild mountain approaches ti 
India, the spokesman said. 


Chinese troops to the south of thi

Nazi Generals 
May Institute 
a New Rule 


LONDON—(/P)—A group of Adolf 


Hitler's generals headed by Field 
Marshal Walther von Brauchitsch 
were reported to have told the 
Fuherer bluntly that if his 1942 cam- 
paign in Russia filed they will try 
to institute for Germany an al- 
ternate plan of their own calling for 
the abolition of the Nazi system. 


A responsible source with reliable 


information about conditions inside 
Germany said Hitler had accept- 
ed the challenge calmly and ap- 
pointed von Brauchitsch a mem- 
ber of the supreme command. 


Hitler relieved 
him as 
com- 


mander in chief last December 21, 
and announced that he himself, re- 
lying on his intuition, had assumed 
direct command of his armies. 


The army leader was said to have 


confidence 
and backing of im- 


portant military leaders.

Hitler's intuition generalship and 
the extension of greater power to 
the Gestapo with which the army 
frequently has clashed.

University of California's bureau of 
public administration shows ttyit 
men arc ahead of women six to one 
in receiving civilian defense train- 
ing.

Canada's Cost 
of Living Rises 


By FRED S. FERGUSON

OTTAWA, 
Ont. — After 
four 


months of toil and sweat, and the 
enlistment of virtually every man 
and woman in the Dominion in the 
effort, Canada is able to report 
progress today in an unprecedented 
battle against the country's deadly 
enemy from within—inflation. 


Tho upward curve of the cost, of 


living index for Canada has been 
checked, 


This has been accomplished, not 


on any piece-meal or partial price- 
control basis, bvil through the estab- 
lishment of an over-all ceiling on all 
prices, on all wages, salaries, ser- 
vices, rents and virtually every 
thing that has to do with the life of 
the nation. It was a daring experi- 
ment, but it was presented to the 
country as the only means of avoid- 
ing economic disaster during this 
hectic war period while employ- 
ment and buying power are sky- 
rocketing to new levels and de- 
mands for consumer goods, accom- 
panied by shortages, are doing the 
same. 


Employers 
nnd wage 
earners 


alike were appealed to. The women 
of the country, ( who do 80 per cent 
of the purchasing, were enlisted 
o watch their prices. Volunteers 
rom groups representing all lead- 
ng industries and businesses were 
called in to help administer the 
ob which is being handled through

and 
Trade 


Board headed by Donald Gordon, 
deputy Governor of the Bank of 
Canada. 


The appeal to enlist in the fight 


on inflation as a matter of patriot- 
ism, by bringing about price and 
wage stabilization, was as direct 
as an appeal for enlistment in the 
fighting forces. The country re- 
sponded, and 
while 
there 
was 


plenty of skepticism and doubt in 
the beginning, the degree of coop- 
eration and hope of ultimate suc- 
cess has steadily risen, rather than 
declined. 


A vital and integral part of the 


Canadian price and wage contro' 
is subsidy. Heretofore the Domin- 
ion has 
had 
a 
"wage 
bonus' 


scheme which called for the pay 
ment of weekly bonuses as cost o: 
living indexes might change. This 
it was reasoned, however, merely 
contributed to the inflation spira 
by feeding more money into Ih 
race against prices. 


Under the price and wage ceil 


ing, the money is paid at the othe 
end of the line, so that prices may 
remain unchanged and wages re 
main stabilized.

From 
April, 1841, to November, 1941, it 
rose more than 8 points to 115.4. 
Immediately after this, however, 
the effects of the new price and 
ivage ceiling policy began to show 
and the index for last December 
dropped to 114.9. 


In January of this year, it was 


114.5 and February showed 114.8. 
The index thus showed virtual stab- 
lization during four months. There 
was no marked decline, but at the 
rate of increase prevailing during 
the months prior to December, it is 
felt that there certainly would have 
been a further rise of from 10 to 15 
per cent, during this four-month 
period, had there been no control. 


During the same period, without 


control, the index of the United 
Kingdom has soared to 130 and that 
of the United States has shown a 
steady rise until it approaches that 
of Canada.

wages or prices are, or have been,

Try any more than he can raise the 
nay of a workman. Whatever renl 
he workman was paying between 
September 15 and October 11 be. 
came fixed-rent, and, at whatever 
rate he, and the bos as well, may 
lave been paying for electricity 
gas, water, telephone, plumbing 
healing, painting, repairs of any 
kind, laundry, cleaning, tailoring 
dressmaking, or for a haircut 01 
shave or a hair-do or facial at the 
beauty parlor for the wife — al 
these costs come under the ceil 
ing. 


There are 12 "services" in all 


that come under the ceiling. A 
Canadian can even die knowing that 
it will cost him no more than the 
rate prevailing during the "basic 
period," 
since 
undertaking and 


embalming are listed among the 
12 services under ceiling. 
Most 


professional services, such as doc- 
tors, lawyers and financial services 
are ceiling-exempt. 


As to clothing and other mer- 


chandise, meats, other 
foodstuffs 


and canned goods, all prices are 
not' the.same even for equal qual- 
ity. For instance, if one merchant 
was selling a suit or overcoat for 


$35 during the basic period and 
another one offering a similar gar- 
ment for $40 or $45, each retains 
his price under the ceiling. 
The 


merchant charging at the higher 
price may have a sale and reduce 
his price if he wants to, but the 
$35 price can't be raised. 


Or an independent grocer may 


have been selling beans at 15 cents 
a can, whereas a chain store was 
offering them at 13 cents or two 
cans for a quarter. The ceiling ap- 
plies to the independent at 15 cents 
and to the chain at 13 cents. And 
the disposition, as 
the Wartime 


Price and Trade Board is operat- 
ing, would be to subsidize the inde- 
pendent and enable him to keep his 
price down, rather than permit the 
chain to break its ceiling in the 
event conditions in the future made 
is difficult for both. 


There are a number of things not 


under the ceiling, such as fresh 
fruits and other seasonal items, live 
animals, birds, flower seeds and 
bulbs, hay, 
straw 
and so on. 


Onions and potatoes were put un- 
der the ceiling only last month. 


They were originally exempted 


as a result of recognition of season- 
al, fluctuation of price, but when 
evidences 
of 
speculative 
influ- 


ences appeared, the ceiling went 
on. To cover the waste in storage 
from sprouting, rotting and shrink- 
age at this time of year, however, 
an increase in price of five cents 
per bushel per month during April 
May and June was permitted under 
an order issued April 2. When the 
new potato crop comes in, a ceil- 
ing will be put on that.

Thus was formed the "Consejode 
iispanidad" under Franco, which 
was really run for the Nazis by 
General von Faupel.

the propaganda goes merrily on in 
the Americas, because the Nazis 
runi t.

What's Notion 
Coming to?

WASHINGTON—Lovers of tidbits 


in tins have been taking it on the 
chin, but the canned food sHimllor 
isn't all on the dismal side. 


When Undo Sam added canned 


pork and beans (along with beer, 
coffee, and corned beef hash in tin 
containers) to the consumer goods 
disunity list, it was bed news in- 
deed to many a devotee of pack- 
aged edibles. 


However, canned food prospects 


n general arc not half so gloomy ns 
.he rush to stock up on favorite 
terns may lead you to believe. If 
loarders don't run amuck and if 
crop weather is normal, next wint- 
er's supply of several of the most 
popular canned fruits and veg- 
etables should be fairly close to nor- 
mal. 


Except for dried beans, sweet po- 


ntoes, potatoes, apple butler and 
whole apricots, the use of tin cans 
has not been prohibited for any im- 
portant vegetables or fruits. 


Where They Save 
The bulk of tin savings under 


ircsent regulation will come from 
,he elimination of small-sized cans, 
!rom the ban on tin containers for 
beer, dog food, dry beans, baking 
Dowdcr, cereals, coffee and spices, 
obacco and petroleum products and 
from using thinner tin plate on all 
cans. 


Such old standbys 
as 
canned 


jrecn peas, tomatoes, sweet corn, 
peaches and pears are classed as 
primary products. For these, tin 
containers restrictions apply only 
to the size of the cans. In this pri- 
mary class also are salmon and 
sardines, tomato juice, catsup and 
chili sauce, honey, concentrates oJ 
orange, lemon, lime and grape- 
fruit and baby formulas. 


More Peas, Tomatoes 
Green peas for canning acreage 


indicate a pack 26 per cent largci 
than in 1941. A 27 per cent increase 
in canned tomatoes is the produc- 
tion goal set by the Department ot 
Agriculture. While the Army will 
:ake a sizeable percentage, satis- 
'actory supplies of these two popu- 
ar foods are in prospect. 


Some foods, ordinarily canned, 


can be packed in glass containers, 
lowevcr, certain foods will bo af- 
fected by restrictions designed to 
conserve rubber used as glass jar 
closures. 


No Tin For These 
Canners figure that animal food, 


macaroni, spaghetti, whole apri- 
cots, whole carrots and whole pears 
are excluded from the use of glass 
unless research enables such foods 
to bo packed without use of a rub- 
ber closure. 


Canned vegetables stocks have 


been shrinking so rapidly agricul- 
tural authorities are urging the 
adoption of some form of restricted 
distribution, short of card ration- 
ing. 


Real Offensive 
by Yugoslavs

Anyone who wants to could prob- 


ably send Adolf Hitler into a fit of 
the screaming meemies just by 
going up behind him and suddenly 
yelling "Guerrillas!" 


The Russian guerillas on one 


flank and the Yugoslavs on the 
other have been nipping and slash- 
ing at the Nazis like hunting dogs 
bringing down a wild pig. 


And now Gen. Draja Mihailovitch 


and his wild-fighting Chetnik ir- 
regulars appear ready to undertake 
a real offensive from their moun- 
tain strongholds in Yugoslavia. For 
more than a year they have been 
thwarting the Germans, driving the 
Italians half wacky on the eastern 
shore of the 
Adriatic, diverting 


much-needed Axis divisions from 
the vital Russian front. 


Big Offensive Could 
Stymie Hitler 
A real offensive by Gen. Milhail- 


ovitch could seriously gum up Hit- 
ler and Go's, schemes for a drive 
to the east, to Turkey and the rich 
oil fields of Irak and Iran and on to 
a junction with the Japs in India. 


In connection with the. lookcdfor 


Yugoslav offensive, a military com- 
mission from that country is now in 
the United States, working out plans 
for United Nations support of a Bal- 
kan campaign. An effort is being 
made to increase the flow of sup- 
plies which Britain and Russia have 
managed to smuggle in to Mihailo- 
vitch's indomitable Chetnik forces. 


So far Milhailovitch's hit-and-run 


war has been a military miracle of 
resourcefulness. He has trained in 
guerrilla warfare the thousands of 
courageous peasants — women as 
well as men — who joined him to 
augment the remnants of the reg- 
ular 
Yugoslav army. 
Fighting 


largely with captured weapons, 
they have blown up bridges and 
fortifications, waylaid patrols and 
sentires, attacked isolated sectors 
of the occupying armies, disrupted 
communications, burned commis- 
saries, and generally carried on ex- 
tensive sabotage. 


Maybe it's just Yugoslav humor, 


but they do say that the latest ex- 
ample of the guerrilla general's re- 
sourcefulness is that he is fueling 
captured armored vehicles with 
gasoline obtained in exchange for 
Italian prisoners. The Italian army 
is said to be paying him from one 
tin of gasoline for a private to 50 
tins for a 'colonel. 


Unit after unit of Hitler's army 


has been sent into the mountains to 
ferret out Milhailovilch and his 
Chetniks. 
Each time, they have 


been beaten and driven back. Soon 
after a recent report from Stock- 
holm that Milhailovilch had been 
captured, the exiled Yugoslav gov- 
ernment in London received assur- 
ance that the general was not only 
still at large, but that he was raid- 
ing German garrisons less than 130 
miles from the occupied capital of 
Belgrade.
